NTW YORK (AP)—Easy money 
and the industrial slump are slow­ 
ing down the rate of gain in net 
operating earnings of the nation’s 
banks in many parts of the na 
tion. A few even report making 
less than a year ago when tight 
money was boosting their profits 
at a sm art clip. 
But don t weep 
for them

Easy money also has provided a 
windfall.

Don’t short change Uncle Sam in stam ps 
on letters you expect to handle, He’s im ­ 
posing a penalty now for mail that doesn t 
carry sufficient stamps 
Under regulations 
which

fective J u l y I. he first gives the addressee 
the opportunity of paving the postage due. 
But he imposes a 5-cent penalv in addi­ 
tion. If the addressee doesn’t pay up, the 
“ short paid*’ letter goes back to the send­ 
er with a demand for the postage plus the 
nickel penalty. 
Should the mail involved lack a return 


a d d r e s s , it is passed along to the Dead 
Letter Office. There, if the sender can be 
determined, it is returned 
with a dead- 


l e t t e r charge, now double the former 5-cent 
rate. 
The penalty charge probably will serve 


to make m ailers m o r e alert to the postage 
increases that will go into effect August I 
Of course, with the 3-cent stam p to give 
way to he 4-center along with other postal 
rate changes less than a month hence. 
many people will be more conscious of pos­ 
tal charges than usual. And chances are 
that a lot of mail that under other circum­ 
stances might have been left until August 
I or later will be dropped into mail boxes 
before July ends. 
For large companies the savings could 
be important. A concern the sire of Gen­ 
eral Motors with more than 650.000 share­ 
holders would save more than $6,500 should 
it circularize them July 31 instead of Au­ 
gust I. After all. the change to four cents 
for a first class letter is a 33 per cent in­ 
crease in the postage bill.
